ies and on proving grounds, was

and 
fascinating. 


Walter Cronkite, the program's 
host, seemed to be having as 
much fun—simulating landing a 
plane, turning a back flip when 
pretending to be a moon-stroller 
— as the audience. 


Earlier, the Bing Crosby golf 


tournament 
was encountering 


tough luck with the weather. 
ABC concentrated for two hours 
on the third, inconclusive day of 
play. The finals scheduled Sun- 
day were set back after stormy 
weather delayed first day of 
play. Even on Sunday viewers 
could see water squishing out of 
the shoes of the players. 


There were a few glimpses of 


the celebrity players in the pro- 
amateur paring—the most dra- 
matic being the sight of poor 
Jack Lemmon trying to hack his 
way off a rocky beach at the 
ocean's edge.

A posi- 
tive reaction does not neces- 
sarily mean a person has ac- 
tive TB but only that he has 
at one time had some con- 
tact with the tubercle bacil- 
lus.

Interstate 30 now is complete 


from just east of the Little Mis- 
souri River to Little Rock, and 
it makes a noticeable difference 
in the time required to drive 
from Hope to the state capital, 


Formerly it was 124 miles 


and 2'/4to 2V2 hours, Now it is 
just 117 miles from Hope's Town 
and Country restaurant to Little 
Rock's Grady Manning hotel, and 
the non-stop legal-limit driving 
time Is 1 hour and 50 minutes. 
Traffic was heavy Friday after- 
noon but light Saturday p,m, — 
reflecting the decline in shopp- 
ing on Saturday, which used to 
be the No, 1 business day. What 
with the five-day work week, 
rising 
operating costs, and 


changing leisure-hour habits of 
the public, an increasing num- 
ber of business establishments 
In the large cities no longer open 
on Saturday.

At 
Its headwaters the Red is pure, 
but the river is polluted as it 
flows through salt-bearing for- 
mations in Texas. Good»water 
tributaries help the Red as they 
empty into it, but pollution re» 
mains heavy. In places in Texas 
cattle won't drink Red River 
water, although it is drinkable 
in our own area because of the 
dilution this far down from smal- 
ler rivers having good water.

The court of inquiry, which 


has been taking testimony in the 
Pueblo case, 
has 
generated 


heated controversy over Buch- 
er's statements that superiors 
twice rejected his requests fora 
system for swift destruction of 
secret intelligence equipment 
and documents. 


Asked why the Pueblo was not 


provided with this equipment, 
the Navy said the subject is 
being covered by the court of in- 
quiry. 


However, the Navy did say 


that "improved destruct equip- 
ment has been installed In all 
ships of the Pueblo class," and 
that this was accomplished aft- 
er the Pueblo was seized Jan. 
23, 1968. 


Bucher told the five-admiral 


court last week that his ship had 
only fireaxes and sledgeham- 
mers to break up equipment 
and an Incinerator for burning 
papers. 


Some critics have contended 


that former Secretary of De- 
fense Robert S. McNamara im- 
plied that the Pueblo's crew was 
able to accomplish extensive de- 
struction of sensitive equipment 
and materials before b e i n g 
overwhelmed by the North Ko- 
reans.

February 


about Bucher shows that. Mc- 
Namara said: 


"I cannot tell you exactly how 


much destruction 
he accom- 


plished, but as you go through 
the message traffic, it is very 
clear that he accomplished a 
great deal. Whether he started 
early enoughn again I cannot 
say. I am not entirely sure of 
exactly when he started, how 
much effort he applied to it, and 
so on."

"I have asked the technical 


authorities to examine it. They 
say they believe so.

North Vietnamese troops were 
building bunkers In both halves 
of the DMZ, but "we've been 
shooting them up as fast as we 
find them." 


The report came two days aft- 


er U.S. Ambassador Henry Cab- 
ot Lodge told the first substan- 
tive session of the four-party 
Vietnam peace talks in Paris 
that "the search for peace can 
begin In the DMZ." 


"We believe that the demili- 


tarized status of the zone be- 
tween North and South Vietnam 
should be restored immediate- 
ly," Lodge said in his opening 
statement. 


Only one of the 180 indications 


from last Monday through Fri- 
day was considered significant 
by the U.S. Command—enemy 
gunners shooting off a tire of a 
light American reconnaissance 
plane flying over the DMZ. Five 
enemy gun emplacements were 
destroyed by U.S. artillery after 
that attack, spokesmen said.

The intelligence officer, Capt. 


Thomas L. Dwyer, said also he 
didn't know of any effective way 
to destroy secret material such 
as the Pueblo carried, then or 
now, the Navy said. 


The Pueblo's skipper, Cmdr. 


Lloyd M. Bucher, testified in 
open sessions last week that 
Johnson inspected the Pueblo 
two days beiore it left Ms head- 
quarters at Yokosuka, Japan.
